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Garbage Again Troubles Commission 


The .Coffee County Com- 
mission met in regular ses- 


sion on Monday, October 23, 
at the courthouse in Enter- 
prise, and heard representa- 


tives of Solid Wastes Enter- 
prises flatly deny chargesthat* 
the company was overcharg- 


ing county residents for gar- 
bate pickup. 

“Tt was reported at the 
last commission meeting that 
we (Solid Waste Enterprises) 
were overcharging our cus- 
tomers,’’ stated Mr, James 
Walden, ‘‘We are not!! We 
are charging 75¢ per cubic 
yard for garbage pickup, just 
like the contract states. We 
do charge a rent on the con- 
tainers, but it is used to re- 
pair the containers. Houston 


County gets $1.10 percubic yard 


and we only get 75% We cer- 
tainly aren’t overcharging 
anybody,’’ 

Commissioner Rex Bout- 
well told Walden, ‘‘The con- 
tract states ‘you were to fur- 
nish everything needed, and 
set a total fee of 75¢ per 
cubic yard, That's all you 
can charge.’’ 

‘‘We’ve checked with our 
attorney,’ replied Walden, 
“‘and he said there is noth- 
ing in the contract that states 
we can’t charge rent on the 
containers. We have to pay 
the county $1 a month to rent 
the containers, and we have 
to pass on a rental fee to 
repair the containers.’’ 

The Commission 
Walden it would go by,.the 
provisions of the act, and 
Walden again said, ‘‘We’re 
going by the contract! 
charge 75¢ per cubic yard, 
but there is nothing in the 
contract that says anything 
about renting the containers. 
Rent was never mentioned in 
the contract.’’

Frank Moore, co-owner of 


the company, stated, ‘If we 
had to buy new containers, 
we would have to charge $25~ 
$30 a month rent on each 
container. If the county will 
agree to continue indefinitely 
renting the containers to us 
for $1 a month, we will re- 
duce our rental charge to $1 
per month.’’ 

Commissioner Don Smith 
spoke up and said, ‘‘I know 
what the contract says, and 
it says you can charge 75¢ 
per cubic yard for garbage 
pickup and that’s all, P'd sug- 
gest your attorney meet with 
the county attorney and try 
to work things out.’’ 

Probate Judge James L, 
Sawyer said, ‘‘I think it’s a 
matter of opinion. We in- 
tended that you only charge 
for pickup at the rate of 75¢ 
per cubic yard. There was 
to be no rent on the contain- 
ers,”’ 

Moore then declared, ‘‘?'m 
tired of reading my name in

the paper. Solid Waste Ent- 
erprises is a corporation and 
Ym not the only person that 
has any say-so. I go along 
with the wishes of the people 
that own the company. I tell 
you what they want me to 
say. Also, the $75.00 we 
deducted from the bill for 
repairs on the truck was 
agreed on and was a legi- 
timate claim.’’ 

The bi-monthly meeting 
actually began at 10:00 a.m, 
with all commissioners pre- 
sent, Present were Rex 
Boutwell, Gilmer’Grant, Jack 
Hornsby, Don Smith, Max 
Reeves and Bennie Beckham, 
Also present were Commis- 
sion Chairman James L. 
Sawyer, Clerk Brunease 
Winston, and County Engineer 
Leslie Mullins. 


Mr. Tim Byrd, Youth Ser- 
vices Administrator, was the 
commission’s first visitor, and 
he requested that his employeés 
be allowed to join the County 
Health Insurance program. The 
premiums would be paid by a 
grant and would not cost the 
county anything, The commis~ 
sion approved the request with 
the stipulation it meet the ap- 
proval of the Insurance Com~- 
pany. Byrd also told the com- 
mission he was going to attend 
a meeting this weekend at 
which it would be announced 
that funds had been obtained 
to build a $500,000 Regional 
Youth Detention Center’ ~ in 
the area.’ The Center will be 
centrally located in a 7-county 
area, 


Mr. Mack McKinney, County 
Tax Assessor, and Mr, Ken 
Green, of the State Revenue 
Department, met with the 
commission and discussed tax 
appraisal problems. 


“The mapping is complete 


for 1978,’ said McKinney, “‘but - 
-the tax appraisal is behind, 


There were 3,200 tax changes: 
in the county last year, ae 
I’d like the county to hire 


someone to do the appraisal es 


work. The law states that the 
Tax Assessor cannot appraise 
the value of property - it must 
be done by a licensed apprais~ 
er.” 

Green told the commission 
they could advertise for bids 
for an appraiser, or they could 
just hire someone, | 

The Commission agreed to 
ask all interested appraisers 
and mappers to present pro- 
posals to the commission, 

Before leaving, McKinney 
stated, ‘It will cost $40,000 
to run my office next year, 
and Mack McKinney will not 
work for nothing! I won't 
spend my savings to hire extra 
help. I will-need help from 
the commission.”

PUBLIC MEETING 


Coffee County Soil and Wa- 
ter Conservation District would 
like to invite public review and 
comment to the Agricultural 
Runoff Management Plan as 
called for under section 208 
of the Clean Water Act of 1977, 
The hearing will be held at 
Bayley’s Restaurant on Octo- 
ber 26 at 7:00 p.m, in Enter- 
prise. 

The Clean Water Act was 
passed by Congress with eXx- 
pectation of cleaning up Ameri- 
ca’s streams and rivers by 
1985. Since erosion fromcrop- 
land creates one of the largest 
polluters of our streams, this 
plan is very important to a- 
chieve that goal. 

In the Alabama Water Qua- 
lity Plan, Coffee County was 
selected as a priority area to 
correct erosion problems and 
reduce sediment. Coffee Coun- 
tians who own or use land will 
be affected in future years by 
regulations designed to control 
runoff, this plan calls for vol- 
untary application of manage- 
ment practices by individual 
landowners and users similiar 
to conservation measures ap- 
plied in the past. If you have 
any other questions about this 
plan you will be allowed the 
opportunity to ask questions at 
the hearing. 


WHO SHOULD PAY FOR 
CONSERVATION? 

With modern fertilizers, 
soil erosion is not the horror 
it used to be for farmers. 
At the sam: time, soil erosion 
is becoming ever more serious 
and costly, from the standpoint 
of the populai:on in general. 

Sedimentation for rivers 
will worsen even if levels of 
sediment don’t increase, The 
reason for this is the ever- 
greater and more-intense use 
of our available water. The 
cost of muddy water is stag- 
gering. It includes direct cash 
outlays of $250 million per 
year in the U. S. to dredge 
harbors, lakes and rivers. Silt 
displaces about a million acre- 
feet of storage a Space in re- 
servoirs each year--space that 
cost at least $100 per acre- 
foot to build. 

To get an idea of the cash 
price everybody pays for dirty 
water, add to this the cost of 


, removing silt from waters for 


numicipal and industrial use. 
Possibly the biggest cost of 
dirty water is the immeasur- 
able loss of aesthetic value in 
terms of natural beauty, fish, 
fowl and wildlife. This is 
caused by soils containing dur- 
able pesticides that cling to 
soil particles, and as soil e- 
rodes these enter intostreams, 
rivers and lakes, polluting the 
waters, 

When soil erodes everybody 
loses, and when soil stays on 
the farm everybody gains, This 
is a key point because it ap- 
pears that farmers are now ex- 
pected to pay more than their 
share of the cost of prevent- 
ing siltation of waters,

modern farming systems 
should be used, for some ero- 
sion is inevitable, Strip crop- 
ping, contour plowing and main- 
taining year-round cover will 
greatly reduce this loss, Along 
with this you could use grassed 
waterways, terraces, water 
channels, and check dams to 
store water. Although this may 
cost a farmer time, effort, 
convenience and money, it does 
not necessarily increase profit, 

Government funds have long 
been used in a cost-sharing ar- 
rangement to stimulate soil 
conservation, The stated U.S. 
government share is 60% for 
certain erosion-control practi- 
ces in the ‘‘preferred’’ cate- 
gory. It never seems to work 
out quite that way, for farmers 
usually end up paying half the 
cost, Farmers sometime see 
theb benefits to their business 
and are glad to pay a 50% 
share, Farmers are not likely 
to spend- hard-earned cash 
if the main beneficiaries are 
those downstream, 

What’s needed is a rebirth 
of the soil conservation fer- 
vor of 25 years ago, along with 
recognition for this new real- 
ity: farmers have relatively 
less to gain now, so they should 
bear a relatively smaller share 
of the cost of soil conservation, 
A cost-sharing formula that 
does not take this into account 
is not likely to solve the pro- 
blem of muddy waters in our 
rivers and streams,

Coffee County farmers, in 
my opinion, have the greatest 
opportunity to make a profit 
that they have had in the past 
100 years. For example, as 
cash crops we have peanuts, 
soybeans and corn, | classify 
vorn as a cash cropeven though 
much of it is fed to livestock, 
and this is the most profitable 
way to handle corn. In live- 
stock production we can expand 
cow-calf operations, hog pro- 
duction, both feeder pig pro- 
duction and feed-out enter- 
prises, and brioler andegg pro- 
duction, Agricultural produc- 
tion is very diversified in Cof- 
fee County. For example, if 
a person does not like to row 
crop or doesn’t have the land, 
he can choose among the live- 
stock enterprises. 

No question about it-4we 
have great opportunities. for 
producing for profit. In 
addition, individual farmefs can 
get the necessary input now to 
produce which wasn’t available 
until recent years. 


SOIL TESTING 

If you are farming, would 
you be willing to spend a day 
to a make a few thousand dol- 
lars? The average Coffee Coun- 
ty farmer can soil test all of 
his row crops and pasture land 
in a day. There is really no 
way to fell how much this will 
mean in added income. And 
the difference ‘will vary from 
farm to farm. It might be 
worth several thousand dollars 
for a day’s worth of soil test- 
ing. 

How can any crop producer 
and pasture producer fail to 
see the significance and impor- 
tance of putting on the land 
what it needs for production? 
The quicker Coffee County far- 
mers accept the importance of 
soil testing and liming, the 
quicker we will reach our po-

Talking with Mr, Reeves re- 
minds me of a statement made 
recently by Texas Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture Reagan 
Brown who said, ‘‘ Farmers 
need tolearnto work smart- 
er rather than harder.’’ Bu- 
ford Reeves is a prime ex- 
ample of a man who believes 
in using production practices 
which pay. Another thing is 
that he buys top boar’s and builds 
his herd up this way rather 
than just buying replacements 
at stockyards which can cause 
disease problems. 

A few people say to me 
occasionally that if we grow 
too many hogs here in Coffee 
County, the price will go down, 
Not true! In fact, the more 
we grow here, the better our 
prices will be. We will have 
buyers come in here to bid 
on what we produce, and they 
will pay more for them because 
they will be able to get the 
quality and numbers they want, 


FIREARM SAFETY 

A lot of young folks and old 
ones, too, are getting an urge 
to go hunting in this crisp 
weather we are having. Every 
age hunter needs to be care~ 
ful in handling a gun. However, 
more young hunters are killed 
accidentally than any other 
group. What a tragedy it is 
for a young person to lose his 
life hunting because he has 
not been trained to handle 
his gun safely! 

Do you. caution your boy 
to unload his gun when he gets 
in a car ortruck? Do youcau- 
tion him to cross fences care- 
fully? The way to do this is 
to unload the gun and place 
it under the fence and go 
to another place tocross, Then 
reclaim your gun, Have you 
taught your child to be careful 
in jumping ditches and logs 
with a loaded gun?

Don Horstead Runs Wild As Elba Blasts Daleville 47-0 


Sophomore tailback Don 
Horstead rushed for 276 yards 
and scored 4 touchdowns last 
week to lead the Elba Tigers 
to a 47-0 rout of the Dale- 
ville Warhawks in Tiger Sia- 
dium, 

The win upped Elba’s re- 
cord to 7-2 which is the most 
wins by an Elba team in six 
years, while the loss left Dale- 
ville with a 3-5 slate. 

Elba received the opening 
kick and promptly marched 59 
yards in 7 plays to take 
the lead for good. Quarter- 
back Marty Marler passed to 
Russ Wood for a 19 yard gain 
to start the drive, which was 
climaxed when Don Horstead 
blasted over from 3 yards out. 
Gary Bradshaw added the ex- 
tra point to give the Tigers 
a 7-0 lead with 8:15 left in 
the first quarter.
